This figure represents an increase 
of $21,302,138, or 72 per cent., over 
October of last year. 

Also it was a gain of $16,574,352, 
or 49 per cent., over September of 
this year. 

This is the first time in the his- 
tory of the industry that automo-

the $50,000,000 mark, according to

New York, Dec. 4.—Walter Boyn- 
ton, editor of the Detroit Bureau 
of Automotive Daily News, has 
been made an Officier d’ Academie, 
a citation that carries with it the 
Palms of the French Academy.

Sunday Gasoline 
Sales Now Ruled 
Legal in Georgia 


Atianta. Ga.,

Georgia have just been pro- 
neunced legal by the Georgia 
State Court of Appeals in a deci- 
sion which is expected to put an 
end once and for all to this ques- 
tion in the state. 

The case before it was that of the 
city of Sylvania vs. George Wil- 
liams. a filling station proprietor of 
that city. Mr. Williams was tried 
and convicted of violating the Sun- 
day closing law of that city. which 
provides that only one filling sta- 
tion may 
to supply residents 
with gasoline. 

Mr. Williams took his case to the 
Court of Appeals, which has re- 
versed the decision of the trial 
court. holding that “the sale of 
gasoline on the Sabbath is a work 
of necessity within the contempla- 
tion of the penal code.” and point- 
ing out that the Supreme Court of 
the state has already expressed it- 
self on the matter of Sunday sales 
of gasoline. holding that modern 
methods of transportation make it 
necessary to sell fuel on Sunday. 

This decision is expected to put 
an end to Sunday blue laws pro- 
hibiting the sale of gasoline on 
Sunday by making them unen- 
forcible. and is being hailed with 
relief by filling station operators 
throughout the state.

Mechanical innovations include 
the improved counterweighted 
crank shaft, the decarbonizer, 
which consists of a small con- 
tainer of “Carbosolve” located 
under the dash which is con- 
nected to the intake manifold.
